.Mr. T. B. Huniphroyg, the rejected of 
Yictoriii, li!i.s issued an address to the 
i-lectora of Yule diatiict through tlie col- 
iiinns of the government organ and the 
iirgau. eudurscs the cnnditnturu in 
tltese worda: "He is u strong supporter 
of the policy of this govurnmont." It 
has been no "secret that Mr. Humphreys 
was quietly canvassing Yale district — 
fooling the popular pulse, aa it were, to 
ascertain the chance he would have of 
election there. Some two weeks ago ho 
telegraphed to this oflice an announce- 
ment that; he ^^ould' bo u candidate, and 
ajjponded nt the foot of the announce- 
ment a request for the Sfiuulurd to copy. 
Now, as Sir. Uumphroya, when he was 
ejected - from the cabinet, vowed ven- 
geance against his late colleaguoa, it waa 
but reasonable to suppose that his object 
in seekifig, election at Y'ale was to lusist 
in oi^sii^ij^^Kogoverainsnt. It is evident 
that tlie goveriinioht" regarded his move- 
ments as hostile, because the Staiulonl 
wiia forbidden by the government to copy 
I lie announcement. Frequent telegrams 
from the candidate to the organ failed to 
procure the insertion. The government 
absolutely refused to allow the notice to 
api)ear. In the meantime Mr. Hum- 
phreys continued to coquet with the elec- 
tors of Yale. To a supporter of the gov- 
ernment he was a friend of the govern- 
ment, and with an opponent of the 
government he was Oppositionist. Gov- 
ernment , spies are everywhere. They 
seem to grow on every bush and to be 
planted on every street corner. In spite 
of his professions the Opposition press 
refused to HU|>[iort Mr. Humphrey.s' can- 
didature; they do not want him at any 
()riee. Ho therefore stood in the 
position of a candidate without a single 
supporter among the press of the prov- 
ince. • Things were getting desperate. 
t.)n Saturday he paid a flying visit to Vic- 
tni-ia; presented himself before the gov- 
ernment; withdrew all liostile remarks 
against the ministry, (perhaps kissed Mr. 
Beaven's big too), and was forgiven. 
Yesjptdayjkho organ unlocked its columns 
luid admitted Mr. Hnni])hreys' requisi- 
tion and address and endorsed him in the 
wiirds that have been quoted. Mr. H. is 
ni>w fairly placed; and although in his 
address he inserts a saving clause to catch 
independent votes to tlie effect that he 
will support any government that will do 
justice to Yale district, he must be held 
liy the endorsement of the Sfandard and 
legarded as a government candidate. In 
Mr. Humphreys the electors of Yale have 
the issue fairly and squarely before 
I hem with the ex-minister as the govern- 
ment standardbearer. Now We propose 
to state briefly the reasons why Mr. 
Humphreys should not be elected to rep- 
resent Y'ale: 

Ist — He is not a resident of that dis- 
trict ; neither is he the owner of any 
property there or elsewhere in the prov- 
ince. 

2d — He sat four years in the ministry 
as the representative of Victoria district, 
and at the end of the term so dissatisfied 
were the electors with their member that 
at the general election he was ignomin- 
iously rejected. 

3d — Although Victoria district is dis- 
tant but a few miles from Victoria city 
J\Ir. Humphreys in four years paid but 
two visits to his constituents — one of 
those visits being made when he wont to 
solicit their votes for re-election. 

4 th — That during the recent canvass in 
A'ictoria district he made violent attacks 
upon the Mainland and its representa- 
tives, iia.sorting over and over again that 
the gentlemen who opposed liini in lluit 
district (and who were ultimately elected) 
had entered into a conspiracy with Tin' 
ColoiMt to expend tlio bulk of the reve- 
nue in Yale district and remove the capital 
to Kamloops. 

oth — That while occupying a seat in the 
u'lbinet he became respcjiisiblo fur the 
drydock expenditure, the c(!ment scandal 
and the decay of the wagonroad. 

tjth — That ho neglected tlie interoHta nf 
hiH late constituents, allowed their roads 
to become impassable, secured the expen- 
diture of less public money in their midst 
tiian before lie became a iiioiiiber and, 
generally, wa.s an iiietticiciit, neglectful 
and altogether unsatisfactory represcnta- 
tivq, 

7 th— That no matter upon what ticket 
lie miiy atand, if elected, he will support 
no governniont that does not include liini 
among its members. 

8th — That while a representative of 
Lillooct district lie abandoned the Main- 
land and became a resident of the Island. 

Finally — If Yale should return Mr. 
Humphreys they will never set eyes upon 
llioir representative again while he sits in 
the house. Their safety lies in the elec- 
tion of a local man — a man who has an 
interest in the district and witom they 
will have an opportunity to dissect politi- 
cally if he should fail to do his duty. 
They want no man to represent them who 
will go ii.to the house with only selfish 
ends tu serve. Mr, Humphreys, being a 
persistent placehunter, would saoriBce his 
constituents at any moment to secure a 
position in the cabinet. 

Spealcing of Yale politics, we would ad- 
viac the electors to unite on one candi- 
date and vote for hini. If the vote is 
split and divided among three or four 
Opposition candidates there will be a 
chance of Mr. Humphreys' return. Men 
who have an interest in Yale should see 
to it that no such calamity shall occur. 
" In union is strength." In this instance, 
at least, it is also self-protection. 

THJi TELEGRAPH. 

In referring again to the iinjiortant 
.'lubjocl of telegraphic ineflicieiicy in this 
city, particularly, no apology is required. 
The matter is one in which all feel 
a deep interest, because every indi- 
vidual who subscribes for a newspaper is 
entitled to receive telegraphic news. The 
tilanilnnl has virtually receded from its 
first position, for although it makes a 
weak cHbrt to defend its assertion that a 
remedy for all telegraphic ills lies in sup- 
])lyiiig the missing link between Kamloops 
and the western end uf C. P. R. coiistruc- 
tiini east of the Kockies, yet it tacitly ac- 
knowledges that our proposition of sup- 
plying two night operators, one for this 
city and another for Nenr Westminster, 
is the one that will immediatehj put the 
.lervice on a bettor footing. The organ, 
with its Rip Van Winkle, eighteenth 
century notions, and its want of any- 
thing like business enterprise, may bo 
willing enough to let things remain as 
they are for "eight months" longer till 
the Selkirk range and Ilocky mountains 
section can be spanned by the wires, but 
such a slow-coach proposition will meet 
with no fttvor whatever in this go ahead 
business community. But query, as to 



whether ne.xi Scpternber would tiiid 
us with through telegraphic commu- 
nication 1 As we said before, §150 per 
month additional expenditure, the greater 
portion of which would bo immediately 
recouped by i>-e33 dispatches and .-in in- 
crease of general busiiiesa, would at once 
remedy the evil and furnish the people 
of this city and the province with news 
every morning from all parta of the 
world. There is absolutely nothing in 
the way of this arnmgonient being 
carried out except .sti'lid indill'ereiuc ( n 
the part of the goveriuiK'Ht. 'i'eii worda 
by telegraph from (Mtawa and the thing 
is accomplished. If the? ui.vtfer ia pro- 
perly placed before Hi.-i K.xcelleiicy the 
Governor-Gonorul the evil will certainly 
be remedied at once. Let the independ- 
ent line be completed with all possible ex- 
pedition, the aoDUor the better; let the 
alternative line across tlu; .•^traits alao be 
laid, but give us a night operatdr al n,u;- 
and remove the stigma from the press of 
the capital' of an important (irovinee be- 
ing without daily tolegiiiphic news reports.

This caution is rendered necessary by rca- 
s.m of the fact that oiircaseaare frequent- 
ly separated from (uir movements, and 
put upon worthless movements of other 
makers and vice versa, thus aU'ecting iii- 
jurionaly the porforniaiice of the watches, 
and vitiating oiir giiaranti e, which is in- 
tended to cover only our conqilele 
watches wholly made by us. It is neces- 
sary also, because it is so notorious aa to 
be a public scandal that there is great 
fraud in tin; inelal quality of both gold 
and silver cases as now geiiendly sobl. 
We have deniolistrateil by frequent assays 
that many gold and silver cases ollercd in 
the market are debased from 10 to ".'O per 
cent, from tho tjuality they assume to be. 
This is a fraud upon tho purchaser, and 
accounts fm- the low price al which sticb 
ca.sed watches have been sold.

Notwithstand- 
ing the vaat increase in the number of 
dwellings which this means, many people 
will have to continue in the occupation of 
tents, while others will be compelled to 
board at hotels, 04 of which are in full 
blast. Winnipeg's growth has been niuah- 
rouin-like, but the city has not lifted its 
head in a day to be cut down in a night. 
It has an element of permanency about it. 

It is reported in Montreal that an ofli- 
cial in the city treasurer's office is a de- 
faulter to a considerable extent. .-Vn in- 
vestigation is in [n'ogross into his ac- 
counts, and no particulars will bo given 
either by the head olliciala or the aldar- 
mcn until the impiiry is finished. The 
corporation is secured by ji guaranteed 
bond for §3000. 

General Luard's recent uncalled for 
attack upon Major Scott, of the 8th Que- 
bec liillcs, has called forth inlense indig- 
iiatinn among the residents of tho ancient 
caiiital. Tho Quebec press comment upon 
General Luard's boorish and ungontlo- 
inanly behavior in scathing terms, and 
several organs demand his immediate res- 
ignation or else an ample public apologj'. 
The minister of iiiititia has left for Ottawa 
to personally inquire into the matter and 
a searching investigatimi w ill probably be 
held in order to .satisfy tho loud demands 
of the volunteers and public. 

The captain of a French coastguard on 
dut}' otf the coast of Newfoundland h.ia 
caused intense excitement all over tho 
island by landing, hoisting the tricolor 
and erecting two nionumonta bearing tho 
French inaigiiia. lb is charitable to sup- 
pose that he is crazy. 

Quite an excitement has been caused 
in Woodstock by an express package be- 
ing delivered a day or two ago to tho 
wrong owner. The [lackagu contained 
•SIOOO. The j)ersoii for whom it was in- 
tended, Richard Davis, received §1000 
from tlie express office, and the other 
person, R. B. Davis, has-.boen arrested 
and imprisoned. 

Whito TS. Ohinoso Labor. 

There are lho.9e wlio liave stoutly cou- 
tended, and still contend, that certain in- 
dustries cannot be successfully carried ou 
in this country, indeed on this coast, 
svithout Chinese labor. We shall confine 
the present remarks to two — cigar-making 
and fish-canning. It has been broadly 
held that the cheaper labor and more 
nimble fingers of the Mongol are essen- 
tial to the maiuiiacture of cigara 011 the 
Pacific coast — that is, so as to compete 
siiccoBsfuUy with other countries. Acting 
under that conviction those embarking in 
cigar making in .San Francisco employed 
Chinese labor almost exclusively. But, 
as has been the case in boot and shoe 
making, in tailoring and other branches 
of industry in San Francisco, ".rolin" has 
to a great extent advanced from tho posi- 
tion of eniployco to that of boss manu- 
facturer, and it is an undcni.able fact that 
the great bulk of the cigars manufactured 
in San Francisco to-day are not only 
manuipulated by jMongolian fingers, but 
are the product of Chinese establish- 
ments. Two or throe years ago Mr. 
.lohn Kurtz embarked in the manufacture 
of cigars at Victoria, and he courageously 
inscribed "No Chinese L.abor" on hia 
trade-mark. Friends doubted. Wise ones 
predicted failure. "You cannot," said 
they, "compete with Chinese labor in Sail 
Francisco; much less can you hope to com- 
pete with Chinese labor in Victoria. " But 
JVIr. Kurtz w.as not to be discouraged in 
this way. Ho had faith in white, free 
labor, and he pressed onward, adhering 
faithfully to his vow that no slave or 
Mongolian labor should be applied to the 
production uf his cigars. And what has 
been the rostdt ? The favorite cigar in 
British Columbia to-day is tho Kurtz 
cigar. It is found in every rospoclable 
establishment whore cigars are kept and 
connoisseurs ask for it. There are to bo 
found plenty of cigara manufactured by 
Chinese in San Francisco and in Victoria, 
and some of them have very fine names, 
too ; but no connoisseur who has smoked 
the Kurtz cigar would tolerate them. Not 
only has Mr. Kurtz's adventure been en- 
tirely successful in so far as producing a 
first-rate article is concerned but he has 
been successful in securing tho host trade 
of tho country- and, what is of vital im- 
portance, in demonstrating that tho thing 
can bo done with white labor at a satis- 
factory profit. Ill fact he has practically 
[Hislied Chinese cigarmakiiig to tlio wall. 
On patriotic grounds he would have a 
right to appeal to the country. But he 
has no need to do that. The superior 
quality of his cigars appeals irresistibly to 
tho taste of tho smoker. Ohl for a Kurtz 
in the canning businessi Wo aro per- 
suaded that precisely the same results 
would follow, in 30 far as demonstrating 
the fact that white labor is preferable to 
the Chinese labor is concerned. — Britiali 
Columbian.
